tance mirth, semth, anel we'st of Rlue' Lie'ks; it eie'e'urs in the tliree' 
e'ountie's (Nie'heilas, Heilie'rtsem and Fle'ining) whie*li come' tei- 
ge'tlu'r lU'ar JMiu' Lie'ks. A eiue'stiein naturally ari.se's e'eincerning 
le'ature's whie'h may lie e'omu'cte'el with the' distributiein of this 
leie'al ende'inie' spe'e'ie's. '^riie .se'eels eif Seilielagei are' we'll aelapte'el to 
winel elispe'rsal, yet this spe'e*ie's is neit ge'iu'rally elistributeel.
